Housing in 
Bonvilston: 

‘fears confirmed’ 


H aving 

viewed the 
proposed 

Bonvilston housing 
plans, presented by 
the Acorn Property 
Group and Village 
Homes at Cottrell 
Park last Thursday, 
we would like to 
express our 
concerns. 

Firstly, the plans 
confirmed our initial 
reservations regarding 
the scale of this 
development (120 new 
homes) which will 
dominate the village, 
rather than complement 
it. 

Secondly, the 
resultant significant 
increase in traffic 
(approximately 240 
additional cars), will 
exacerbate the existing 
congestion problems 
experienced from 
Culverhouse Cross back 
to Bonvilston, and also 


through the Pendoylan 
and Peterston lanes at 
peak times. 

The developers’ 
proposal to widen the 
relatively short section 
of road from the 
Sycamore Cross lights to 
the Pendoylan/Peterston 
junction is flawed, and 
will simply funnel the 
problem to these two 
pinch points. 

Finally, it is a real 
shame that such 
proposals as this will 
result in further loss of 
green field countryside, 
which is a key attribute 
of the Vale. 

Therefore, one has to 
question both the ethics 
and the strategy of the 
council if they further 
support this proposal; 
and we hope that other 
Vale residents will join 
together to oppose this, 
and similar proposals, as 
together we will have a 
stronger voice.

for the next 10 or 11 years are based on false 
estimates which, even against the most optimistic 
of economic forecasts, are unbelievably flawed. 

There also seems to be a reluctance to make best 
use of brownfield sites, rather than scarce 
agricultural land. A ‘new settlement’ at Llandow, 
Llandow Newedd, would meet most, if not all, 
requirements to 2025. 

It also has the advantage of being close to the 
Cardiff/Vale/Bridgend line, which by then will be 
electrified. 

As to Colwinston, the proposed development is 
intended for a village which has seen considerable 
expansion evolve over the last 40 years. What is 
more, locals seem more than amenable to this 
continuing into the future, to the extent that many 
properties could be developed one by one, or in 
small groups - as in St Michael’s Close, on an infill 
basis. 

Other villages must have similar potential, which 
would also have scope for genuinely ‘affordable’ 
properties. 

Specifically in Col winston, even gradual 
development would require a considerable 
investment in the electricity, water, drainage and 
sewerage infrastructure perhaps even the provision 
of natural gas. 

We already suffer from regular sewage overflows 
into local streams and the current proposed site is 
subject to regular flooding. This is aside from 
highway congestion and the risk of serious safety 
issues in the immediate vicinity of the village 
school. 

So, please, let us have an end to this hysterical 
and often politically-motivated argument, and put 
in its place a sensible and open-minded debate.

The next day the police warned: “Visitors to 
Barry Island are reminded of the expected delays 
today. We urge visitors to plan their journey and be 
patient.” 

Local councillor Nic Hodges said completion of 
a second road to the Island was vital. 

“It won’t answer all of the traffic problems that 
residents and tourists face, but it should help with 
getting emergency services on and off the Island, 
and provide an alternative route to reduce the 
traffic congestion. 

“Until then, the Vale Council needs to take 
responsibility for ensuring free-flowing traffic 
around the Island so that it doesn’t snarl up, as it 
did on the weekend.” 

Regional Assembly Member Andrew RT Davies 
commented: “The new road will eventually 
improve access to the area, but in the meantime 
there are two further bank holiday weekends to 
come. 

“A repeat of this weekend’s gridlock would do 
immeasurable harm to Barry Island’s reputation 
and if you believe some of the comments on 
Twitter, could put some people off returning in 
future.” 

One Barry councillor Richard Bertin called on 
the Vale Council to introduce a park and ride 
scheme on Sundays and bank holidays using car 
parks in the town.

“Many of the traders have benefitted from a 
spectacular weekend with the kind weather helping 
enormously. 

“It just goes to show that the fairground was 
worth fighting for - and I am so impressed with 
what the Danter family achieved in just a few 
days. 

“I have seen the plans for the next stages on the 
site and they are incredibly exciting. 

“I was very concerned to have seen the traffic 
problems that saw a number of visitors experience 
long delays in getting home. This could and should 
have been avoided. The Vale Council saw the work 
we did to bring the new fairground over many 
months, and everyone in Barry could have 
predicted a busy period.” 

The Vale Council acknowledged that traffic 
flow was still problematic, but emphasised that 
huge numbers had descended on the Island. 

Miles Punter, director of visible services, said: 
“It was a delight to see so many people choosing 
to visit Barry Island this Easter weekend. 

However, as was the case at resorts across Wales, 
exceptionally high visitor numbers placed a 
significant strain on local roads. 

“New traffic management arrangements were 
trialled over the weekend and while these had 
some effect it is clear that further changes are 
needed. A review of traffic management 


arrangements is taking place this week to establish 
what improvements can be made in readiness for 
next weekend. 

“The new Barry Island link road, due to open 
this summer, will significantly reduce the strain on 
the existing single road to and from the resort. 
However, in the meantime we would encourage as 
many visitors as possible to travel to the Island by 
using the park and ride facility in place at Barry 
Docks station. Or, if they live locally, on foot.”

Abergavenny, wind and 
rain blotted out most of 
those views. 

Passing Coed Ithel 
Farm and steadily 
climbing up to the trig 
point on Mynydd Garn- 
wen, the search began 
for somewhere to have 
morning refreshment out 
of the high wind and 
driving rain, and luckily 
some rocks provided 
them with a bit of 
shelter. 

Tramping on towards 
Mynydd y Garn-fawr, 
the passage across the 
open ridgeway left them 
exposed to a heavy 
battering from the 
elements, with only

intended next target, 
Blorenge, through the 
rain. 

Reaching Keeper’s 
Pond, a reservoir 
especially built to supply 
water to nearby Garn 
Ddyrys Forge, the group 
entered part of the 
history of the industrial 
era, when Thomas Hill, 
who managed the 
Blaenavon Ironworks, 
daringly constructed a 
horse-drawn railway to 
carry iron and limestone 
along the tram roads and 
down the steep hillsides 
to Llanfoist Wharf in the 
Usk Valley below.

From the bunch who 
brought us the Dinas 
Powys bus lane and the 
no right turn off Holton 
Road into Buttrills Road, 
forcing all motorists into 
the Gladstone Bridge 
bottleneck, we now have 
the Trinity Street one¬ 
way ‘experiment’. 

Now, between 
Porthkerry Road to the 
south and Tynewydd 
Road to the north there 
is not a single route into

Converting coal to gas 
to power capital city.... 


THE speaker at last week’s 
Barry Men’s Forum was Mr 
Chris Bleach, a former 
employee of Wales Gas Board. 

The Cardiff Gaslight and Coke Co 
operated from the 1800s until 
nationalisation in 1948, during which 
time it was an extremely profitable 
company, never paying less than a six 
per cent dividend, and sometimes as 
much as 18 per cent. 

It was in 1792 that Robert Murdoch 
developed the process of producing 
gas by heating coal, and collecting the 
extremely poisonous gases given off. 

Chris said that the CG&C company 
was set up in 1836 with a capital of just 
£10k, and the first gas works was 
located in the garden of the then town 
clerk at the Hayes. 

This was a small works and he 
related how a balloonist planned to fly 
over the Severn Estuary, from Cardiff. 
It took three days to produce enough 
gas to fill the balloon, during which 
time gas supplies to other customers 
were not available. He did, however, 


achieve his aim, and reached Bristol. 

In 1856, a new gas works was built 
on the ‘Snelling House’ site in 
Newport Road and 15 years later the 
Grangetown Gas works were built on 
land farmed by the still existing 
Grange Farm. 

Chris went on to detail the 
development of this company, which in 
1912 had 400 employees and started a 
partnership scheme, whereby all 
employees benefited from the profits 
the company made.

Adult education 
in the Vale gets 
seal of approval 


THE Welsh 
education 
inspectorate Estyn 
have reported that 
adult community 
learning in the Vale 
is in good shape. 

The inspectors judged 
that the quality of 
teaching and learning in 
the sample of sessions 
observed was rated 
‘good’, and learners 
across the partnership 
achieved a success rate 
of 80 per cent which 
was a significant rise of 
12 per cent from the 
previous year. 

The proportion of 
learners taking 
accredited courses has 
also increased, and 
learners on accredited 
course are succeeding 
at higher rates. 

Following an 
inspection in 2013, 
adult community 
learning in the Vale is 
now provided through a 
partnership that 
includes Cardiff and 
Vale College, Cardiff 
Council, Welsh for 


Adults, WEA and the 
YMCA. 

The inspectors 
reviewed progress 
across the partnership 
against the six 
recommendations made 
in 2013 and concluded 
that very good or strong 
progress has been made 
against each of the 
recommendations. Estyn 
have therefore removed 
the partnership from 
any further follow up 
activity. 

Jennifer Hill, director 
of learning and skills at 
the Vale Council, 
commented: “We were 
very pleased indeed that 
Estyn recognised that 
the partnership has a 
clear focus on raising 
learners’ standards of 
achievement. 

“Adult learners in the 
Vale have responded 
very positively to all the 
recent changes, and I 
am grateful to them, our 
staff and our partners 
for the improvements 
that have been made 
over the last two years.”

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Barry streets 
disappoint Keep 
Wales Tidy 


A KEEP Wales Tidy 
survey shows Barry 
and Vale streets are 
getting dirtier. 

Plaid Cymru 

councillor Ian Johnson 
this week expressed 
concern after a new Keep 
Wales Tidy survey found 
that streets in Barry and 
the Vale were dirtier than 
a year earlier. 

He warned that cuts to 
street cleaning budgets 
and a new policy to 
charge for removal of 
bulky objects would 
make the situation even 
worse and asked the Vale 
Council to look again at 
litter enforcement 
officers - with the 
council having made no 
definitive decision to 
renew or scrap them after 
a trial in 2012-13. 

“It is very worrying 
that the Keep Wales Tidy 
annual survey of our 


streets has shown that 
they are getting dirtier 
rather than cleaner. This 
is before substantial cuts 
are made to our street 
cleaning budget and we 
feel the effects of 
charging for bulky 
objects,” he said. 

“It is only a few weeks 
since the charges have 
come in, but I am already 
getting calls from local 
residents in the centre of 
Barry about fridges being 
left on the street, or sofas 
and settees blocking the 
pavement. 

“We all know that it is 
an anti-social minority 
who drop their litter on 
the street rather than use 
bins or take rubbish 
home with them, but it 
isn’t a good look for 
anywhere to have 
rubbish collecting in the 
gutters or in the back 
lanes.”

Law change means Vale 
Council can make a start 
on building homes again 


A CHANGE in legislation will give the 
Vale Council much more freedom to 
build new council houses in the Vale - 
something that could make a real 
difference to the amount of affordable 
housing in the area. 

The news followed negotiations between the 
Welsh Government (WG) and the UK Treasury - 
a WG statement described it as “an historic 
agreement which will result in greater investment 
in Wales’ council housing”. 

A total of 11 local authorities in Wales have 
retained their social housing stock - the Vale 
Council is one - and they will no longer be part of 
the UK Government’s Housing Revenue Account 
Subsidy (HRAS) system and will now become 
self-financing. 

These councils will be given more powers over 
their housing stock, and they will be able to keep 
all the rental income they receive from tenants. 

For quite some time, the councils have had to 
hand over a percentage of the rents to central 
government, and this has made borrowing to build 
more homes uneconomic. 

Other councils, including Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) left this system some

time ago and transferred their social housing stock 
to registered social landlords. In the case of 
BCBC, the stock was transferred to Valleys to 
Coast (V2C). 

The Communities and Tackling Poverty 
Minister, Lesley Griffiths, said: “Many hours of 
complex negotiations and a great deal of hard 
work has gone into securing this agreement, 
which will have a very positive impact on Wales’ 
council housing stock. 

“Each council will be better off every year and 
will enjoy new freedoms which will provide them 
with the incentive, flexibility and control to invest 
further in their housing stock. 

“The increase in councils’ housing revenue as a 
result of this deal will allow them to improve their 
existing properties and build new council houses. 
Today’s historic deal will, therefore, also have a 
direct impact on tenants who will benefit from 
living in more comfortable, higher quality 
homes.” 

The HRAS exit follows the Welsh 
Government’s recent announcement of their 
intention to end Right to Buy, which allows 
eligible social housing tenants to buy their home 
at a discount of up to £16,000. 

The policy has resulted in the sale of 138,423 
Welsh council homes since 1981 - a 45 per cent 
reduction in the social housing available 
compared to when the policy was first introduced. 

The HRAS exit has been widely welcomed by 
councils. Coun Dyfed Edwards, Welsh Local 
Government Association spokesperson for 
Housing said: “The 11 councils involved have 
worked closely with Welsh Government in 
achieving this agreement and are excited about the 
investment opportunities that will result from it.” 


The Vale Council agreed, with its Head of 
Housing and Building Services, Hay ley Selway, 
saying: “The new self-financing deal will be very 
welcome as it will put the council in a far stronger 
position to be able to build new housing and 
regenerate existing stock than the current financial 
plan allows”. 

Whether the council can afford to buy building 
land is not known at the moment, but she 
continued: “We are currently conducting various 
feasibility studies on council-owned land across 
the Vale, looking specifically at homes that would 
be accessible to people with disabilities. 

“Any new homes built will be predominantly 
social rented homes, but we are considering how 
other forms of affordable housing can be 
delivered through working with our partners. We 
will be starting the pre-planning process within 
the coming financial year.”

Intrepid explorer Sir 
Ranulph (71) tackles 
toughest footrace on 
earth for Marie Curie 


WITH his gruelling 
Marathon des Sables 
challenge for Marie Curie 
less than a week away, Sir 
Ranulph Fiennes visited 
the charity’s Cardiff and 
the Vale hospice recently 
for a last-minute kit check 
in Penarth. 

The intrepid explorer went to 
the hospice to meet Cardiff-based 
trainer Rory Coleman for 
instructions and a final run- 
through of his kit before jetting 
out to the Sahara desert to take 
on the ‘toughest footrace on 
earth’. 

The 71-year-old Sir Ranulph is 
hoping to raise millions for the 
charity by completing the six- 
day, 251 km/156 mile event, and 
become the oldest Briton to do 
so in the process. 

Since news of Sir Ranulph’s 
Marathon des Sables challenge 
was announced in January, 
supporters from around the world 
have been sending him good 
wishes. 

He received a special message 
from Prince Charles, who wrote 
to Sir Ranulph to wish him the 
very best of luck out in the 
Sahara. 

Sir Ranulph Fiennes said: “I 
have been extremely humbled by 
the messages of support I have 
received, not least from the 
Prince, ahead of this challenge. 

“After months of training, I

feel ready to go, and my focus is 
solely on completing this event 
in order to support Marie Curie 
and the marvellous work this 
charity does for people living 
with a terminal illness, and their 
families.” 

In order to equip himself for 
the searing 50-degrees centigrade 
heat of the Sahara, Sir Ranulph 
will be carrying specialist kit 
with him throughout the 
Marathon des Sables. His 
running trainers will be fitted 
with gators to prevent the sand 
from getting into his shoes, while 
his backpack will be filled with a 
number of compulsory items 
including food, salt tablets and a 
medical kit. 

Trainer Rory Coleman has 


given Sir Ranulph a detailed 
briefing of all the kit he will be 
carrying during the event. 

He said: “The Marathon des 
Sables is a test of self- 
sufficiency. Sir Ranulph will be 
running through the desert with 
everything he needs on his back: 
his sleeping bag, spare clothes 
and even an anti-venom pump 
for snake bites and scorpion 
stings - but we’ll be hoping he 
won’t be using that part of his 
medical kit! 

“Sir Ranulph has been through 
a tough training schedule, and I 
feel he is now well prepared for 
what lies ahead. I can’t wait to 
see him with the finishers’ medal 
around his neck at the finish 
line.” 

Sir Ranulph Fiennes has 
already raised £6.3million for 
Marie Curie. In 2007, despite 
suffering from vertigo, he 
climbed the Eiger by its north 
face for the charity. 

In May 2009, at the age of 65, 
he climbed to the summit of 
Mount Everest, again for Marie 
Curie, making him the oldest 
British person to achieve this.

KIDNEY disease patient Elizabeth 
Edwards (20) from Bridgend is urging 
locals to sign up for the Walk for Life 
event in Llantrisant on April 26, in order 
to raise much-needed funds for Kidney 
Wales. 

Unfortunately for Elizabeth, who is a staunch 
supporter of the Welsh charity, she has had to step 
back from volunteering at the Walk for Life event 
this year due to extensive dialysis treatment, but 
hopes to return to support and participate at next 
year’s event. 

The five mile Walk for Life event will be one of 
many similar events occurring across Wales on April 
26 to support the Welsh charity. 

Kidney Wales Walk for Life events are organised 
by volunteers who organise a walk, gathering 
together colleagues, friends and family to participate 
in order to raise vital funds and awareness for kidney 
patient care and well-being. The Llantrisant Walk 
for Life event is run by Matthew Harris and his wife 
Helen. Matthew got involved with Kidney Wales 
when his wife was diagnosed with kidney problems. 

Matthew said: “I started doing this on a personal 
level because of what happened to my wife, but it’s 
people like Elizabeth that we really want to help. 
Kidney Wales does such great work for kidney 
disease patients across the country, so we’re always 
happy to help. The walk is well attended year on 


year, we consistently get more than 100 people, and 
it has a real family-friendly atmosphere.” 

Elizabeth first experienced kidney failure at the 
age of twelve, and says that the past eight years have 
been extremely difficult for both her and her family. 
Elizabeth has undergone two transplant operations 
since her diagnosis, but sadly both of her new 
kidneys have failed, and she’s now on six to eight 
hours of dialysis five days a week. 

The waiting list for kidney transplants in the UK 
is typically lengthy, so the disappointment of a failed 
transplant can often be difficult to take. 

However, Elizabeth remains in good spirits, 
saying that the support she receives from Kidney 
Wales has inspired her to participate with 
fundraising and campaigning for the Welsh charity 
as soon as she is well enough. 

Elizabeth was a volunteer at last year’s event, 
however the necessity of constant medical attention 
has made it impossible for her to return this year. 
The fact that she spends so much time in and out of 
hospital means that while she’s on dialysis, she is 
unable to study or work full time. 

Elizabeth said: “It’s really unfortunate that I can’t 
help out with this year’s Walk for Life event in 
Llantrisant. I can’t stress enough how grateful I am 
to Kidney Wales for the work that they do, they’re 
absolutely fantastic and have provided me with so 
much support. As soon as I’m well enough 
definitely be helping them fundraise as much as 


can. Hopefully next year I can help out with Walk 
for Life!” 

Roy Thomas, Kidney Wales chairman, said: “We 
are incredibly grateful for people like Elizabeth who, 
in spite of great adversity, still aspire to do great 
work for us. She’s exactly the sort of person we’re 
here to support, but her desire to help out too is truly 
admirable. 

“It’s sad that she won’t make it to Walk for Life in 
Llantrisant, but she’s in our thoughts and we’re 
hopeful that this year’s event will be as successful as 
ever, so we can support people like Elizabeth as 
much as possible in their time of need.” 

Llantrisant’s Walk for Life is set to take place on 
the morning of Sunday, April 26. Registrations are 
now open, and the event is for people of all ages and 
abilities.

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sunset at St Lythan’s Dolmen 


RECENTLY, a small 
group could be seen 
in a Vale field filming 
the western sky. They 
were videoing the 
setting sun as it went 
down behind the 
striking chambered 
tomb, St Lythan’s, in 
its hilltop position 
overlooking the 
Bristol Channel and 
the Somerset hills. 

Chambered tombs, 
called dolmens when 
they are exposed rather 


than covered by banks of 
earth, are a feature of 
hill and coastal sites in 
Britain. The two 
examples locally, 
Tinkinswood and St 
Lythan’s are both well 
signed, cared-for and 
visited, and very close to 
each other. 

St Lythan’s is an 
unusual site, which is 
why the group was 
there. Throughout 
Britain there are very 
few chambered tombs 
with portholes, holes

deliberately created in 
the stone. There are 
perhaps three - the 
others being at Trevethy 
Quoit in Cornwall, and 
at Heston Brake in 
Monmouthshire. 

The chamber at St 
Lythan’s is made of 
three large upright 
stones which support a 
large capstone and it 
runs east to west on the 
skyline. The porthole 
stone itself is of human 
height and the triangular 
hole is at face height at 
the west end of the 
chamber. 

St Lythan’s porthole 
is remarkable because 
measurements suggest 
that it is aligned to 
where the setting sun 
meets the horizon at the 
time of the spring 
equinox, around March 
21. In theory, on that 
day the porthole could 
be filled with the circle 
of the setting sun exactly 
as it touches the skyline. 

It was in the hope of 
catching this moment 
that the group took 
cameras into the field to 
film the sunset. Two 
cameras were placed at 
different angles, one at a 
distance to show the 
western sky and the 
dolmen in its setting, the 
other closer and directed 
at the porthole itself. 

Both cameras then 
ran for 50 minutes to 
capture before, during 
and after the sunset. 

Although the 

measurements taken two 
years earlier suggested 
that the alignment 
existed, overcast skies 
had made it impossible 


to film. On this 
occasion too, there was 
cloud, and the 
temperature was cold, 
about three degrees but 
feeling colder. 

There was a moment 
of panic as the cloud 
tried to obscure the sun 
as it actually came close 
to the horizon but the 
warmth of the sun 
pushed the cloud back. 

There was panic as 
the camera angle was 
too low and the tripod 
had to be held higher to 
catch the moment. Then 
the moment came, not 
just sunlight, but the sun 
itself appeared at the 
porthole and blazed 
through. 

The moment was 
captured and the entire 
filming was then 
condensed into a video 
lasting just under four 
minutes which can be 
seen on youtube (type in 
porthole st lythans) or on 
the group website at 
www.co guru .co .uk/stlyth 
ans. It will be shared 
with anyone with an 
amateur or professional 
interest. 

One way to 
understand the 

achievement of the 
dolmen builders 6,000 
years ago, is to try an 
experiment with a west¬ 
facing window. Facing 
west, use a directional 
compass and make a 
mark on the window 
where the skyline is at 
270 degrees. 

This is the point 
where the spring 
equinox sun will touch 
your skyline. This is the 
same point as the one 


where the sun fills the 
porthole and directly 
enters the chambered 
tomb. 

Stonehenge and other 
sites are aligned to the 
solstices and equinoxes 
and many religious sites 
are aligned east to west, 
and we make guesses as 
we try to understand the 
reasoning behind these 
choices made by our 
ancestors. 

We now know that, at 
St Lythan’s, on the day 
when day and night are 
of equal length, there is 
an alignment between 
the setting sun on the 
skyline, the porthole, 
and the interior of the 
chamber, with whoever, 
or whatever was in 
there. 

It could have been 
people, bones, perhaps a 
missing east-facing 
stone - which, for all we 
know, also had a 
porthole. Whatever it 
was, for the moment we 
can only guess. But, as 
the recent filming 
shows, new evidence 
can emerge. 

There has been little 
or no speculation about 
this rounded triangular 
shaped hole in the west¬ 
facing orthostat at St 
Lythan’s. Yet there is a 
case for interest and a 
need for new thinking, 
new ideas about this 
kind of feature. 

This is a mystery 
right here in our area and 
the porthole and 
alignment features at St 
Lythan’s are unique.

in terms of the 
grandiose and jaw- 
dropping nature of the 
action, but also in terms 
of the box office, each 
film grossing more than 
the previous instalment. 

This time around, 
however, there is a dark 
shadow over Fast and 
Furious 7, the untimely 
death of lead Paul 
Walker in November 
2013. With filming only 
just having got under 
way, the film was 
understandably delayed, 
with adjustments to the 
story, and it now hits 
cinema screens. 

Having stopped 
Owen Shaw (Luke 
Evans) in the last film, 
the gang (Walker, Vin 
Diesel, Tyrese, 

Ludacris, among others) 
and Agent Hobbs 
(Dwayne Johnson) face 
the threat of his rather 
angry brother Deckard 
(Jason Statham); but the 
group may be helped by 
a shady government 
agent (played by Kurt 
Russell), who offers to 
stop Shaw if they can 
secure a tracking device 
for the American 
government... 

While the first film in 
the Fast and Furious 
franchise was a story of 
street racers staying one 
step ahead of the law, as 
the franchise has grown 
it has become less about 


guys from the wrong 
side of the tracks 
battling the forces of 
justice, and more about 
an A-Team of drivers 
tasked with chasing 
down terrorists while 
getting involved in epic, 
grandiose (and logic- 
defying) acts of 
spectacle. 

Fast and Furious 7 
doesn’t dial any of these 
elements down; in fact, 
it almost feels that its 
aware of its own death- 
defying, hyper-reality 
self, and plays out like 
that. But while films 
like Transformers have 
no less carnage on the 
screen, it’s the series’ 
strong sense of self that 
is its ace card, and 
means that, much like 
its previous two 
outings, this is still 
exceedingly dumb - but 
also exceedingly fun. 

The shadow cast by 
the tragic death of Paul 
Walker does hang a 
little over proceedings; 
there are elements of 
the film that feel 
disjointed, no doubt in 
part to having to 
undergo such vigorous 
rewrites post-accident, 
but it is to the 
filmmakers’ (and cast’s) 
credit that what we see 
on screen is still 
entertaining and 
satisfying. 

The story is your 


traditional ‘men (and 
woman) on a mission’ 
as Kurt Russell’s 
wonderful agent sends 
the group after the 
macguffin that will 
hopefully lead them to 
this episode’s bete noir 
Deckard Shaw (Jason 
Statham relishing 
villainous duties); but it 
also feels like closure to 
a degree, the knowledge 
that Walker’s Brian 
O’Connor will be 
absent from future 
outings playing into the 
film’s tone. 

However, it takes a 
few gambles, not least 
sidelining Dwayne 
Johnson’s Hobbs for 
much of the film. It is a 
bold move considering 
Johnson has been the 
best character in the last 
two outings, but one 
that the mind-blowing 
spectacle (cars dropping 
out of planes, cars 
traversing three towers 
100 floors up) means 
pays off, especially 
when Johnson’s 
appearances easily kick 
the film up a gear. The 
rest of the performances 
are the usual blend of 
gravel voices and 
wooden acting. 

Shifting directors 
from Justin Lin to 
James Wan hasn’t really 
done any damage either, 
Wan maintaining the 
series’ lOOmph pace 


and maintaining the 
degree of spectacle, 
even if the lingering 
shots of women’s 
bikini-clad bottoms 
does veer into Michael 
Bay pastiche territory. 

Most surprisingly of 
all is that for a franchise 
built on bullets, speed, 
testosterone and 
bombast, the final five 
minutes are so 
beautifully and tenderly 
done, a farewell to 
O’Connor that gently 
nudges the fourth wall, 
blurring the lines 
between character and 
actor, and a sequence 
that would leave even 
the most cynical with at 
least a lump in their 
throat. 

All in all, it’s a film 
that knows exactly what 
it’s doing, knows exactly 
how to do it, and does it 
exceedingly well. Of 


course, Fast and 
Furious 7 requires little 
use of your brain, but 
there’s something 
refreshing, in a sea of 
blockbusters, that 
attempt, and fail, to be 
earnest, this one is all 
about entertainment and 
spectacle; bring on 
number eight! 

VERDICT- What 
could have been a film 
weighed down by 
tragedy soars through 
bombast and spectacle. 
Fast and Furious 7 has 
all the entertainment 
and spectacle you could 
hope for, delivering the 
first blow in the summer 
blockbuster wars; subtle 
it isn’t - but when it’s 
this entertaining who 
cares?

OVER a recent 
weekend 700 plus 
visitors had the 
opportunity to visit 
the site of the 
‘German Great 
Escape’, which took 
place near Bridgend 
70 years ago in 
March 1945. 
(Although shown in 
previously in 

Bridgend, some Vale 
readers were keen to 
see a report and 
pictures too). 

Visitors flocked to visit 
Hut 9, the sole remaining 
building of the Island 
Farm prisoner of war 
camp that housed over 
1,600 German prisoners. 
They were treated to 
lectures by Brett Exton, 
an expert on the history of 
the site, and by Richard 
Williams, who has 
extensive knowledge of 
not just the camp but of 
the Royal Ordnance 
Factory in Bridgend. 

After these talks, the 
visitors had a chance to 
see dozens of living 
historians in the rooms 
occupied by the RoF 
workers, the British 
guards, the Americans 
who were there in the 
buildup to D-Day - and 
the German officers. 
They were told all about 
the various phases of 
occupation of the 
building. 

The Hut 9 Preservation 
Group were responsible 
for the staging of the 
event and its chairman, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, said: 
“We open the hut on just 


two occasions each year 
and this event was fully 
booked weeks in advance. 
Using the donations so 
kindly given to us by 
visitors to our last event in 
October 2014, we have 
spent the winter building 
period furniture for each 
of the rooms, buying 
artefacts to place in them, 
constructed a guard tower 
and built a mock escape 
tunnel for youngsters to 
experience a little of what 
it was like to escape. One 
mother proudly told me 
that her son had been 
through it 19 times! 

“The event was opened 
by the First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones, who 
stressed the importance of 
preserving this part of 
Bridgend’s history. We 
were delighted to meet a 


World War Two veteran 
who praised the work we 
have done, and our RoF 
living historians were able 
to chat to a 91-year-old 
lady who had worked in 
the factory. The interest 
of visitors was immense 
and we are very grateful 
to everyone who attended 
and donated towards our 
work. We received over 
£1,700 in donations from 
the public and this enables 
us to make even more 
improvements for the 
next opening.” 

The next Hut 9 Open 
Weekend will take place 
on the weekend of 
October 17 and 18, 2015.

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Memories of point-to-points... 


THIS week, Brian Lee recalls the point-to-point 
meeting that he attended which got him into a lot of 
trouble and cost him his job as pro for the west Wales 
Point-To- Point Area. 

U NDER the heading ‘Beer Thugs 
Spoil Races’, this is what I reported 
in The Glamorgan GEM on May 6, 

1999. 

“In all my 33 years of reporting on the Welsh 
point-to-point scene, I have never seen anthing like I 
did on Bank Holiday Monday at the Ban wen Miners 
Hunt point-to-point steeplechases at Resolven. 

“Unruly beer-swilling youngsters - certainly not 
hunt-racing enthusiasts - booed the jockeys of losing 
horses, while others played football among the 
crowd and made a general nuisance of themselves by 
leaning on parked cars and making threatening 
gestures to some of the racegoers. 

“One jockey was so upset by the jeers that he 
dismounted and walked towards the troublemakers

before managing to restrain himself. 

“The trouble really started two days earlier when 
a car containing boxes of racecards was stolen and 
set alight. Beer cans and rubbish were strewn all 
over the Pentreclwydau Racecourse, which was 
being used for the first time.” 

There were differing views of my report, which 
had also appeared in the Racing Post Weekender and 
the hunt-secretary writing to the paper complained 
that “it cannot pass without being refuted. We did 
attract a huge crowd and they certainly didn't behave 
in the manner in which your paper reported. As 
secretary of the meeting I had no reports of yobbish 
acitivities, people playing football or such like. All 
we heared from those who commented was ‘we hope 
it will be held next year’.” 

I can quote comments of Simon Claise, secretary 
of the Jockey Club's point-to-point department, who 
said on reading that report: “I didn't think I was at the 
same meeting.” It would be helpful to point-to- 
pointing and racing in general if your correspondents 
painted an accurate picture of the Welsh scene 
instead of creating fantasies which only assist the 
detractors of our sport. The publicity officer of the 
Local Authority was present and full of praise for the 
meeting. Maybe the Racing Post reporter (that was 
me) was affected by the heat of the day.” 

However, there were those who saw my side of 
the story and Gina Groom of Pencoed told the 
Racing Post Weekender: “I am writing to express my 
concern at the lack of organisation at the Banwen 
meeting on May 3. Unlike other point-to-points, the 
crowd was largely drunken gangs who left thousands 
of cans and bottles on and around people's cars. 
There were no bins for people to use, a shortage of 
toliet facilites and a bottle neck in the viewing area 
which resulted in huge queues to get to the 
bookmakers or refreshments. I hope this isn't an 
indication of future meetings.” 

Bob McGrath wrote: “The only thing that marred 
it for me was the behaviour of some obviously 
drunken newcomers. These drunken louts played 
football among the crowd and in one instance I saw 
a small child lowered over the ropes to fetch a ball as 
the horses were going to post. These morons left 
their beer cans all over the place and made it difficult 
to get into one's own car as they were leaning on the 
doors. Worst of all, some jeered losing riders in a 
most unsporting manner - something I have never 
witnessed at a point-to-point.” 


Mrs Denise Williams, writing to The Glamorgan 
GEM, said: “I felt I had to write following a report 
in The GEM regarding your racing correspondent, 
Mr Brian Lee being banned from attending any 
future point-to-point meetings at the Banwen 
Miners. Mr Lee had written a report about the 
meeting and the bad behaviour of the crowd. Never, 
in 20 years of attending point-to-points, have I 
witnessed such rude, thoughtless, inconsiderate 
people, who booed the losers and hissed and shouted 
nasty comments to the jockeys. 

“I had my own horse running at the meeting, 
which was pulled up due to a nose bleed. As I ran up 
the course to collect the horse, which was in some 
distress, a gang of drunks jeered, hissed and shouted 
disgusting comments about the horse not continuing 
to race. Anyone with common sense, and not drunk, 
could see why.” 

Mrs Williams went on to say that one lady who 
had the courage to ask them to stop shouting was 
“...stunned at the abusive replies”. 

Incidentally, one person who won't forget the 
meeting is Aberthin National Hunt trainer Tim 
Vaughan. He rode a treble on Dotted Line 
(Members), Bel De Moor (Maiden one) and Jo Jo's 
best (maiden three). All three were trained by 
Bridgend's John Moore. 

Worcestershire’s Angela Rucker, who rode a 
winner at the Banwen Miners' meeting last year, 
took the ladies’ open race on Night Wind. 

At the Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases, 
Llancarfan’s Evan Williams was also in brilliant 
form riding a treble on Rave-On-Hadley (confined), 
Colebrook Willie (Maiden division one) and Castle 
Mews (maiden division three). Ex-hurdler Race-On- 
Hadley, who cost his joint owners Richard Western 
and Catherine Williams just £500, won by a distance 
after making every post a winning one. 

Linda Parka's grey gelding Alais Parker Jones, 
was a shock 33-1 winner of the restricted open under 
Mark Lewis and Peter Bowen's Iffeee took the men's 
open. If my memory serves me right Iffee was 
Peter’s first winner under rules at Sedgefield. 

Meanwhile Bridgend butcher Jonathan Tudor 
rode his first winner of the season on his 10-year-old 
Billy Gwyn, which finished alone in the members' 
race. 

Reporting for The GEM on the Llangibby that 
year under the heading Vale-trained horse Reigns 
Supreme, I wrote: “Creme Supreme, a nine-year-old 


grey gelding qualified with the Glamorgan Hunt was 
an impressive winner of the confined race. Owned 
by the Vale’s Joanne Hegerty and trained by Bob 
Mason at Llandow, Creme Supreme, ridden by 
Llancarfan's Evan Williams, won by six lengths 
from the south Hereford invader, Le Baron. 

“Phil and Kathryn Dando’s Kristal Haze, 
confidently ridden by Phil Williams, was an easy 
winner of the Horse and Hound mares club 
championship, romping home 25 lengths ahead of 
the favourite Bit Of A Citizen.” 

However, Bit Of a Citizen's connections had 
plenty to smile about later when she won the Welsh 
Point-To-Point Grand National at the Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases at Bonvilston. Ridden by Evan 
Williams and wearing blinkers for the first time she 
won by 20 lengths from the pacemaking Saffron 
Moss, with the previous year’s winner, High 
Guardian, a further length away in third spot. 

‘Watch Out For Christian’ was the heading of my 
end of the season piece in which I wrote: “A feature 
of the 1999 Welsh hunt racing season was the riding 
of Bridgend schoolboy, Christian Williams. 
Christian, aged 16, rode eight winners in his first 
season and has won the Daily Telegraph national 
novice riders’ title.” 

Well, Christian went on to ride under rules and 
came close to winning a Grand National. He rode a 
number of big race winners and, but for injury 
curtailing his career, we would have heard a lot more 
from him. 

My awards for the 1999 season were as follows- 
Biggest Surprise Award - David Parker's Alais 
Parker Jones, winning at the Llangeinor after being 
pulled up in his previous six races. 

Most Promising Rider - Christian Williams. Great 
Achievement Award - Pip Jones, retaining her 
national title and notching-up her 200th winner. 
Great Achievement Award - owner/trainer Dillwyn 
Thomas saddling his 200th winner. Most Improved 
Rider Award-Nick Jones who came close to winning 
the novice riders’ title. Veteran Riders' Award - Phil 
Williams, who bounced back with six winners after 
injuries.

Jonathan, a former point-to- 
point rider himself, recently 
celebrated his 50th birthday, and 
although he rode a hat-trick on 
several occasions, last week was 
the first time he trained three 
winners. 

Jonathan, who used to play 
rugby for Cowbridge seconds, 
rode his first winner in 1983 on his 
18th birthday when steering home 
his own horse, Bright Hope, at the 
South Pembrokeshire Hunt 
Steeplechases. 

The highlight of his race riding 
career came in 1988 at Towcester 
when he landed The Times Hunter 
Chase on his own horse, St 
Helen's Boy. 

One year, he set a seasonal 
personal best of 10 winners and 
won the Bill Jones Trophy which 
goes to the leading rider in south 
Wales. He rode his last winner in 
1999 on Ollandale at the Golden 


Valley fixture.

HAT-TRICK 

Merthyr Mawr's Jonathan 
Tudor can boast that he rode 
several hat-tricks as a rider; and 
now, after last Saturday's 
Monmouthshire Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases at 
Llanvapley, he can boast that he 
has had a hat-trick as a trainer. 

The first leg of Jonathan's treble 
was initiated when Repeat 
Business, the odds-on favourite, 
landed the men's open race by 10 
lengths from Knockgraffon King. 

Owner Jeff Bird was holidaying 
in Cyprus so Jonathan gave him a 
running commentary of the final 
circuit on his mobile phone. Good 
job he didn't give him a full 
commentary as winning rider 
James Tudor, Jonathan’s cousin, 
said: “He missed every fence apart 
from the last two and those he 
flew.” 

Hector Worsley rode Jonathan's 
next winner, Always A Chance, 
who proved too speedy for 
Driftwood Haze in the restricted 
race. However, Tudor was back in 
the saddle on Banned In Bhutan 
for the second division of the split 
open maiden race. 

An early faller in its previous 
race, this syndicate horse bought 
from National Hunt jockey Paul 
Moloney won by six lengths from 
the pacemaking Earth Tremor, 
who was finishing in the runner- 
up spot for the fourth time on the 
trot. 

The biggest cheers of the day 
were for Beth Roberts’ 14-year- 
old Chesnut Annie who, partnered 
by Carmarthen's Emma Mosley, 
won the ladies' open race. 


Chesnut Annie, who tried to 
break away from the field, was 
overtaken by the odds-on 
favourite Lauberhorn and Fine 
Resolve in the closing stages. But 
by the time the last fence was 
reached, she had got back in the 
race and was about half-a-length 
behind the fast-finishing odds-on 
favourite Lauberhorn, who came 
down leaving Chesnut Annie to 
score by a length from Fine 
Resolve. 

Chesnut Annie, who was 
winning over the course for the 
sixth time, has now won 37 point- 
to-points and two hunter chases. 

Fine Resolve's rider Rachel 
Leyshon won the first division of 
the maiden on Simon Jones’ 
Stainless Steel. Simon, who hails 
from Maesteg, runs a pet cemetery 
in the area. 

Matthew Barber, riding his 
father Gary’s Kimora, the 5-1 
outsider of four, took the opening 
intermediate race.

I T is worth noting, 
amidst the current 
praise being levelled at 
the Welsh senior football 
team, that nine of the 14

group. 

While Wales seniors took a 
gigantic step towards France and 
Euro 2016 with that Israeli win, 
attentions were turned to the 
under-21s team, who began the 
process of qualifying for the 
Euro 2017 tournament in fine 
style with a 3-1 win over 
Bulgaria at the Cardiff City 
Stadium on March 31. 

No doubt buoyed by the 
achievements of their senior 
counterparts, the Welsh tore into

With both players on the 
books at Cardiff City, it was 
fitting that they should be on 
target, the win giving Geraint 


Williams' team the perfect start 
to a group that also contains 
Denmark, Romania, Armenia 
and Luxembourg.

brought cohesion and success at 
every age group, has every 
chance of blossoming into fully- 
realised talent. 

It may be early days for the 
under-21s, but they have no 
reason to fear their qualifying
